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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's amendment filed 07-20-2004 overcomes the objection to claims 15 and 16 and the 
rejection of claims 1-18 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph set forth in the Final Office Action. 

The claims, as amended 03-24-2004, limit the alkoxylated multifunctional (meth)acrylate 
confound to alkoxylated (meth)acrylates not soluble in water and recite that the Brookfield viscosity of 
the fluid silico-acrylic composition after manufacture is below 1500 mPa.s. The Declaration of Dr. Can 
Vu Ngoc submitted 12-15-2003 establishes that the multifunctional alkoxylated (meth)acrylate monomers 
used in Exarrples 1-4 are water insoluble (meth)acrylates. SR-454, for cxwnnplc, contains three ethoxy 
groups. A con:parison of exarrple 1 of the invention with Corrparative exanples 2 and 3 and Exairple 3 
of the invention with Conparative exairple 1 in the Declaration wherein the con:5)arative exanples use 
the water soluble highly ethoxy lated (15 to 20 ethoxy groups) triacrylate preferred by Swofford supports 
the difference in stability and viscosity properties obtained for the instant invention and recited in the 
instant claims. Although Swofford also teaches using SARTOMER SR-454, shown in Sanple D in Table 
X, in the disclosed conpositions, it is agreed that Swofford teaches that a water soluble highly 
ethoxylated (meth)acrylate is preferred Thus, the teaching of Swofford in combination with the 
corrparative data in the Declaration obviates the prima facie obviousness of selecting a water insoluble 
alkoxylated (meth)acrylate fi-om those taught by Swofford in the coirpositions disclosed by Swofford or 
in the analogous conpositions taught by Jacquinot et al. This amendment in combination with the 
conparative data in the Declaration is considered sufficient to distinguish the instantly claimed invention 
fi*om the prior art of record.
